Let's take a look at mortgages as an example. Most lenders 
will charge a simple interest rate on mortgages, sothe APR 
and the contract rate (the rate quoted in the note) will be the 
same. Most lenders will also charge points, usually from 1 to 
3 per cent of the amount borrowed. Uncle Sam wants those 
points called interest too. Specifically, he considers points to 
be discount interest That's good because this way, the points 
are income tax deductible. It does however, throw off the | 
APR to call the points interest. The effect of the points must J 
be added to the simple interest rate to get the APR. It doesn't 
affect the amount you pay . 

The lender still figures payments based on the contract 1 
rate. The rate is higher for disclosure .purposes only. This 
clouds the picture when you're comparing mortgage rates.l 
Knowing the contract rate and the points charged tells you. 
more than knowing the APR where the effects of both have 
been lumped together. Still, the APR is useful. 
' The APR is particularly useful when you are putting 
money into an account. With accounts they called APR **E£f 
fective Annual Yield", but it's essentially the same thing. A 
savings certificate will state an interest rate. The frequency 
of compounding will affect how much interest you actually 
receive. The effective annual yield is the amount of money 
you will get in interest for. each $100 jef t in the account for one 
year. For example, the effective annual yield on 8 year cer- 
tificates at a Savings a nd Loaivis^.45 per cent You will 
receive $8.45 for every $100 left in oneofihose-accounts-for- 
oneyear. ' * I
